murdered today if these 24 hours run 
true to average. That many are mur- 
dered every day—more than 10,000 
a year. And these are only the .known 
murders. There must be thousands 
that are never discovered, particular- 
ly in out-of-the-way regions. And an 
unkntrwn^nu«lb*r of'people who -are 
recorded by the police as having "dis- 
appeared" lie under the sod. victims 
of assassins. Murder has become so 
common in the United States that it 
is of no more than local interest un- 
less the crime has unusual angles or 
Involves celebrities. 


A man is twice as apt to be murder- 


ed today as 20 years ago. In two de- 
cades the murder rate has doubled, 
even making allowances for increased 
population. 


England and Wales had only 200 


murders last year. On a strict popu- 
lation basis, -vre had 25 times as many. 
And our record, for each 1000 popu- 
lation, was three times as black as 
Italy's. Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, of 
the Prudential Insurance Co.. furn- 
ishes these figures.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras. May 20. 


War in Honduras—a joke If it were 
not a tragedy to those widows and or- 
phans left behimi- 
Government troope or revolution- 


tats—it matters not. 


Their 
uniforms—what 
fancy dic- 


tate*. 


Their guns—singrle-shot rifles 
of 
ancient vintage, the favorite calibre. 
7 or 11 mm. 
Even old muzzle-loaders are to be

Mixed in with these are those proud: 
warriors 
swaggering along 
with 
Thompson machine gune—those ultra- 
modern weapons of 45-callbre design- 
ed especially for handtohand f:?ht- 
ittff.And your true Honduranian love? 
his handto-hand fight. 
He feels there is some satisfaction 


in life if he can wipe out his hand. 
but swinging from his wrist is his 
macfewe. 


At close quarters the rifle is dis- 
carded and the machete comes into 
action. 
Take the Battle of Camayagua. 
Ferrera attacked 
the town 
gar- 
risoned by 1200 men, armed with ma- 
chine guns and rifles, and with plenty 
of ammunition. 
To face them, he had 800 men with 
an average of three cartridges apiece- 
When those were gone. 
they naa 


their machetes. 
. 
In two days' fighting h» took the 
town. 
The last stand of the govern- 


ment troops was in the church.. 
The altar is dyed red with the blood 


of the 19 who fell there under the 
machetes of Ferrera's Indians. 
The roof is scarlet with the blood 


of those who died under the knives 
of the Indians, 
even 
though the> 
swept the onrushing ranks with two 
machine guns- 
, 
The revolutionists 
were canny in 


their siege of Tegucigalpa. 
Their ammunition was low —their 


opponents' ample. 
So at night they would send for- 
ward three or four men. who. creep- 
ing close to the federal line*, would 
fire' two or three shots. 
The federals, 
panicky over 
the 
thought that the machete, men were 


on them, would turn 
loose 
with 


eveyrthing they had—machine guns, 
rifles, etc. 


For a half hour or more they would 


waste arnmunitiett. 
Engaged in the civil \var in Hondu- 


ras are about 12,000 men- 
As there is usually one general to 
every 50 men in a Honduranian force, 
it can readily be figured out that were 
were some 240 generals engaged. 
The best statistics available show 
that some 3000 men have been killed 
in the fighting. 
And Generals Cardona and Cid are 
the only two generals 
to win fame 
in the present mix-up by being killed 
in battle. 
Which would seem to indicate that 


it is 30 times safer to be •&. general 
in Honduras than to be a 
private 


soldier. 
To the stranger in Honduras, the 
most startling thing about a Hondu- 
ranian battle, is the howling of tne 
Indians taking part in it. 
My first experience of 
battle 
in 
this country was the futile attack .of 
General Tosta on Cepile, one of the 
principal defenses of Tegucigalpa. 


The attack began at 4 a. m- 
I was asleep, but awakened as the 
roar of the rifles 
and machine guns 


rose on the air. 
The flashes of 
the suns 
stabbed 


through the darkness of the night. 
The spitting of the rifles was con- 


tinuous- 
The sharp, 
staccato re- 
ports of the machine guns sounded 
like some immense riveting machine 
in action. , 
But high above everthinyg— 
at 
times almost drowning out the other 
sounds, were, the shrill howls of the 
fighting Indians. 
It seemed as if all the coyotes in 


the world had' gathered in front of 
Cepile—as if hell, itself, 
had opened 
wide its gates to spew forth a horde 
of demons. 


It is not every da\- that .one can 
swing in his; hammock 
on a front 
porch, drink highballs, and watch a' 
battle, or an airplane maknig a bomb- 
ing: attack. 


Yet such was the experience of the 
Americans in Tegucigalpa. 


Most or them live on La Leona. on 
the lower slopes of Mt. Picacho, high 
above the city. 
From there 
they 


could watch the assaults of the rebels 
on Cepile and Juan Alines, two of the 
principal defenses of the city. 


So accustomed did they become to 
the almost continual firing that their 
afternoon tennis gamee took all their 
attention. 


Even the rush of a shell over their 
heads 
from 
Picacho, 
high 
above 
them, 
would 
not 
distract 
their 
thoughts from 15-love. 
Nor did they exhibit 
any excite- 


ment over the whining song 
of the 
bullets from the rebel lines, as they 
passed overhead to Picacho. there to 
work their destruction-
